Pandit Shyam Sunder Shanna, n A., C.T., loft the College stoff on July 1st 192S, on 
deputation os private tutor to Mnhnr.ajicumara of Tehri Garhwal. 

Mr, Badrnl islam Faali, n.A„ B.T., was appointed tomporarily in Pandit Shyam 
Bi^idcr Shar’ma's place with ctfccl from lOth July 1923. 

M. Dcbi Prasad Malhur, n.A., was given au extension of ono year, as Indian Assis- 
tant Jraster from 23rd December 1928 

M. Gopi Nath Malhur, Indian Assistant Mnslor was given an extension of 8 months 
with olToct from 8th February 1929. 

Mr. H. V. Joshi, n.A., Temporary Indian Assistant Master resigned tho appointment 
on Isi September 1928 to lake up an nplioiiilmcnt as Diwan, Dungarpur State.

' .The Diploma Examination was conducted in April 1929 under the orders of the Anmal Bsaminaiiom 
Government of India by the Educational Commissioner with the Government of India. Diploma oia« 

The result of all the Chiefs' Colleges is given in Annexure M.

The written examination lasted from 16th to 25th April, while the oral and practical 
tests were taken by R. Littlebailes, Esqr., M.A., O.I.E., Educational Commissioner with the 
Government of India, daring his inspection of the College, on the 27th and 28th March 
1929. 

Twelve candidates from the'Mayo College appeared for the Diploma E xa m i n ation, 
ten of whom were snccessfal. Out of 49 candidates who appeared altogether from alt 
the Chiefs’ Colleges the Mayo College tcok 1st, 2ad, 3rd, 10th, 16th, 20th, 23rd, 26th, 

27th and 29th. 

Maharaja Rajcndra Harayan Singh Deo of Patna; took first place in the combined 
list of candidates from all the Cliiefs' Colleges and the Prince of Wales Royal Military 
Goliege, Dehra Dun. Of the others, Kanwar Randhir Singh of Eoela, Eotuh, took the 
2nd place and Maharajkumar Chandikeshwar Saran Singh of Snrgnja, C.P., 3rd place. 

These three boys passed in the 1st Division, 4 others in the 2nd Division and 3 in 
the 3rd. 5 candidates gained distinctions in one or more subjects. 

Maharaja Rajendra Eanayan Singh of Patna wins Hia Excellency the Viceroy's 
silver medal for the beat scholar in the Diploma Class. 

Maharajkumar Chandikeshwar Saran Singh of Sarguja, O.P., wins the Sheo Noi'ayan 
Gold Medal for Sanskrit, gaining distinction in that subject in the Diploma Examination. 

The total number of boys in the three Post-Diplona Ciasses was 9. Fott-Dtploma Ohsiea. 

Three candidates appeared for the Higher Diploma Examination and all were 
'successful. 

They were : — 

1. Maharajkumar Bhim Singh of Kotah. 

2. Thakur Nahar Singh of Awa. Marwar. 

3. Thakur Dahadur Singh of jralsisor, Jaipuri 

The examination of the let and 2nd year Post-.Dipioma classes and classes II and 
III was conducted by means of written papers and that of the lower classes was mainly 
oral. 

In all classes out of 101 boys on the roll 90 were present at the examination.

Altogether 55 out of 90 boys examined passed in all subjects, the percentage of 
passes being 55'5 as against 65"65 last year. 

The inspection of the Oollege was conducted by R. Littlehailes, Esqr., M.A., c.i.E., 
Educational Commisaoner with the Government of India. 

His report on the Mayo College is printed in Annexnre 0. 

The report may bo considered as generally satisfactory. Attention will be paid to 
the Inspector’s recommendations on the methods of instructionr 

The views of the Inspector on the system of Boarding Houses and of messing have 
been at various times under the consideration of the General Council. In this connection 
it may well be borne in mind that in a public school in England boys of ages varying 
from 13 to 19 live in the same Boarding House. The difference in the outlook on life 
of these boj'S is far greater then the difference of the outlook of Indian boys of 9 or 10, 
and Indian boys of 19. 

The questions raised in the Inspector’s general remarks are too wide to bo dealt with 
in the Annual Report. 

Attention may perhaps be drawn to the comparision between the number of English* 
men on the staff of Royal Indian Military College, Dehra Dun, and the number oaths 
staffs of the Chiefs’ Colleges.

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Large variations in the agea of boys in the same class are seen in several of the 
classes. It does seem a pity that a yonth of 20 shonld be educated only up to a stage 
which permits Tiim to bo reading with advantage alongside a boy of 12. It ts not edn- 
cationally sound to have boys of extreme ages being educated side by aide, but the remedy 
apart from costly individual tuition is difQcult to prescribe. As I have pointed out in 
another report the only solution appears to be to get hold of the boys young and to insist 
on their undergoing regular and systematic training year after year.

Although the number of languages or dialects spoken by the kumars in their own 
homes is, — as obserred from a former table, — 9, yet the number of 
vernaculars taught to them is reduced to tour, no provision being ordi- 
narily mado for teaching the languages or dialects least used. 

Indian History — History is very fair but in the upper classes, especially in 
the Fust-Diploma Classes, I suggest that students be taken by their teacher 
‘to the Museum in Ajmer where there are some very fine inscriptions. 
Students will thus bo brought into direct touch with the records which 
historians use. 

(<) Qoo^aphy. — Geography is well taught, but some revision is required in the 
work which has boon done in previous years. In one of the classes only 
a fraction of the class know the dilToronce between a star and a planet 
aUhongb tbey had been taugbt this diffetenco one or two years previously. 


(/) Drawing. — All the arrangements for drawing are excellent. I am of 
opinion, liowovcr, that a better graduated course than that at present in 
use might bo followed, the more difficult portions of drawing being taken 
np only in the higher classes. I ahonld also like to see stricter attention 
paid to the fact that parallel lines appear when produced, to meet in a 
distant point.

The report of the Sub-Coinmiltoo appointed to consider and report on Main 
Question I of the Proooodings of the General Council mooting hold at Delhi, on tho 23ra 
<0 ruary 1928, waa oonaiderod. Hia HighncBs tho Maharaja of Biknnor whoso opinion 
was firat invited romorkod that it waa a question of funds. Fifteen lakhs wore wanted. 
Whore waa tho money to come from ? Ho did not think that 5 lakhs oonld bo found, let 
alone 15 lakha. The College must out its coat according to ita cloth. 


D* pointed out that n minimum of Ra. 10 lakhs is needed according 

Highnesses the Maharaja of Biltnner, Kishongarh and Alwar and 

ii,* n 'll Rad nothing to ajy.iro for additional oxpendituro on 

the Uollege.' Their resources wore needed for expenditure within their respecUvo States. 


B highness the Maharaja of Alwar pointed out that when the Mayo Collego was 

hut at where tho sons of Princes and nobiea would bo rduented, 

iLsTn ?a«VTi, T individual Statoa. The ' Mayo College 

was m fact a School and not a College. The question no^Y ia whether it ia to be a School, 
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or » School plus a College ; and 'whether the Higher Diploma ConrBes are justified for the 
education of 5 or 6 boys a year. Nobles* Schools and Colleges exist now in Jodhpur, 
Bikaner, Kotah and Alwar. The question whether the Mayo College is to be a College 
or a School must be decided on the funds available. How far the institution will prosper 
either ns a School or a College in view of the growth of State Nobles’ Schools is another 
question. 

The Vice-President remarked that it would bo best to decide first what funds are 
available and then to consider how far the constitution of the College will need to be 
modified. 

His Highness the ^laharaja of Bikaner asked whether the College could afford to 
give education up to the Intermediate, remarking that it cannot expect to raiso the sums 
which the report of the Sub-Committee shows to bo required as the Darbars have to 
spend their revenues on their States, not on institutions outside. 

Their Highnesses the Maharajas of Kishongarh' and Alwar and the Mahnrao of 
Kotah agreed that the States will not contribnto more money. 

' Mr. Drake-Brockman representing Jodhpur was of the opinion that the Jodhpur 
Darbar would bo prepared to contribnto funds if a case was mode out. 

Rai Bahadur Amar Nath Atal representing Jaipur was of opinion that the Jaipur 
Darbar would subscribe on the same condition. 

M. Zalim Singh Kothari represoniing Banswnra was of opinion that the Banswara 
Darbar would subscribe if a scheme were agreed on. 

Captain "Webb representing Toiik thought that the Tonk Darbar also would subscribe 
according to their means. 

The Vice-President said'that it appeared to bo the view of the States that it is 
doubtful if the necessary funds could bo raised. 

Rai Bahadur .■^mar Nath Atal asked whether the Council was agreed that it is 
desirable that the Mayo College ehould continue as an institution. He pointed out that 
even to continue it as a School would need more funds than it has at present. 

Rao Bahadur M. R. Sapat representing Jnisalmer suggested that the scale of fees 
should he raised to make tho College self- supporting. The Vice-President suggested that 
such a step would ho disaslrous in view of the frequent complaints of tho high cost of 
education now. 

Rai Bahadur Amar Nath Atal remarked that the present stall is inadequate. 

The Vice-President hero explained how the movement to transfer tho control of the 
College to tho General Council came about. The Fi’inces had for several years been 
urging that they ^onld have more effective control of tho College. The Government 
contribution at present is a voted one and liable to be withdi'awn at any moment by vote 
■ of tho Legislative Assembly. With tho abolition of the Indian Educational Service as an 
imperial Service tho source of supply for the staff of tho College dries up and unless a . 
- separate cadre for tho Chiefs* Colleges is established by the Foreign and Political Depart- 
ment, recruitment by short term contract would oppear to be the only resort left to the 
Oolleges. If such a system is introduced, it will necessitate higher scales of pay. 

Rai Bahadur Amar Nath Atal enquired what the Princes really wanted. His 
Highness the Maharaja of Bikaner replied that the Princes give the money, and they 
should exercise control. 

The Vice-President observed that tho General Council of the College as at present 
constitnted would never prove an* efficient inst^ment for controlling the affairs of the 
College. It was too large a body and many of its members do not take sufficient interest 
in tho College to attend its meetings. The. Agent to tho Governor-General has been 
forced to exercise some control because there is no one else to do so. He then suggested 
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that the views 6f the Sub-Oommittae on the terms of reference dionld be taken and 
discussed in detail one by one. 

The first question was that of oonkituting the Governing Body on a definite legal 

basis. 

His Highness the Maharaja of Bikaner enquired -whothor it is necessary to register 
the Managing Body as a Coiporation. 

Eai Bahadur Amar Nath Atal pointed out that it is necessary because contracts with 
the stafE will have to be enforceable against somebody. 

His Highness the Maharaja of Bikaner said that he was given to understand that if 
the Council agrees to take over the College and run it according to its needs, registration 
would be unnecessary. 

The Vice-President remarked that the Government of India is unlikely to accept a 
scheme whioh'did not provide for a Corporate Body capable of suing and being sued and 
enquired whether the meeting agreed to the General Council becoming a Corporate Body. 
His Highness the Maharaja of Bikaner observed that if registration was necessary we 
may agree that the Governing Body should be registered as a Society under the Registra- 
tion of Literary, Scientific and Charitable Societies Act, XXI of 1860. 

This was agreed to. 

The question of reserving certain powers to the Viceroy was then discussed. ' The 
Council accepted the view of the Sub-Committee that diffioult situations might arise if 
attempts were made to reserve special powers to His Bscellency the Viceroy after the 
Governing Body of the College had bean constituted as a corporate body capable of 
suing and being sued. It was resolved that assuming the incorporation of the Governing 
Body on a legal basis, His Excellency the Viceroy be invited to accept the position of 
Patron of the College as the Princes and States valued His Escellenoy’s association with 
the College. It was pointed out by the Vice-President that the'^Governmeot of India 
must in any case retain powers of inspection, etc., to enable them to determine whether 
the College is being efficiently administered in a manner to justify the continuance of the 
annual subvention. 

It was next resolved that- it is most desirable that all property connected with the 
College should bo transferred to and vested in the Governing Body as legally constituted. 

The question of staff was then discussed and the Maharaja of Bikaner was of 
opinion that a separate cadre should bo recruited for the Mayo College. The Maharaja of 
Xisheogarh agreed. Rai Bahadur Amar Nath Atal was of opinion that a common cadre 
for all the Chiefs’ Colleges would bo better. The opinion however among the Princes 
who were present was in favour of a separate cadre. 

With regard to the question of the retention of the Higher Diploma Classes the 
Maharaja of Bikaner said that he" had always opposed the Higher Diploma. It was 
maintained for a very few boys who could take the degree course equally well either at 
home or outside Rajputana. The Maharao of Kotah and the Maharajas of Kishengarh 
and Alwar and the Jodhpur representative agreed. The Jaipnr representative thought 
the proposal to discontinue the Higher Diploma Classes regrettable but unavoidable,- and' 
it was resolved to recommend that in view of the unjustifiably heavy expenditure 
involved in maintaining the Higher Diploma Classes the Higher Diploma Course should 
be discontinued. 

Maharaja of Bikaner then asked whether the funds at present available would 
justify the retention of the Diploma examination. He said that the College could not 
adord the salaries contemplated by the Sub-Committee and proposed the following 
^ concurrence of the Princee present and was accordingly

maintaining the stall to teach up to — 

(a) llio Diploma or School Leaving Cortilicate, and 

(£) the Intormediato Examinationt

of a Government grant of Us. 50,000/- per annum.
